What does a man mean when he says 
that you have not in your city a street, 
or a sewer, that is creditable and a week 
later we are told that they are ahead of 
Las Angeles. This -will also be news to 
our Island neighbors, who will not con- 
solidate with us, on account 
of our 
streets not being as. good as theirs. -. v 
I have a paper In front of me, in which 
appear these remarks: "In this age men 
are getting- together to do things while 
we in Oakland continue on the old lines 
of keeping apart 'and doing nothing." 
This is certainly a. reflection on Oak- 


land. 
The main lakes sewer was built nearly 


thirty years ago and It will last for gen- 
erations to come. It cost 5160,000. It 
was paid for by the property owners of 
the district, not one cent of expense to 
the city. It was secured 
without an 
election or bond issue. I paid my pro rata 
and do not expect any thanks, but do 
object to being kicked. 
A short history of this Important Im- 
provement will be in order. When finish- 
ed it had to be accepted by the city. I 
at that time was a member of the City 
Council. The members of thafbody, with 
the Mayo;-, went to Its crossing at Adeline 
street, where the descent was to be made. 
I think a job was put up on me, for there 
was only one pair of rubber boots In the 
expedition, ar.d they were so small that 
I was the only member who could get 
into them. Not beinp; a member of that 
committee, I refused to put them on and 
make the descent, but the job had to be 
.'Lccepted that ni.srht and by some per- 
suasion I did an official duty for the rest 
of the party. Once down I walked as 
far as Market street. I had no imple- 
ment with me to test the walls, but a 
Mexican dollar. I brought It to bear, and 
it rung out like 3. bell. It could have 
been heard for blocks. That convinced 
me that it would last for ages. 
The water that iun through it came 


half way up to my knees. It ran at the 
rate of two miles an hour. I noticed it 
was quite an effort to walk against It. 
The connections from the different street 
sewer* emptied like small rivelets into 
it. 
Strange to say 1 did not observe any 
odor. 


My colleagues vote.'l for the acceptance 
on my recommendations. 
In this age, men are getting together 
to do things. On the old line they did 
nothing, 


Noarly thirty years ago the people on 


Eighth street, from West Oakland to the 
water ecigo. below Fallon street, and the 
peoule of East Ninth and Tenth streets, 
built the Eighth street bridge at an ex- 
pc-n'so of $30 000, paid for it and gave It 
to the city, free of cost, I paid my pro 
reta of ten twenties and my 
services 
in the City Council at that time. 


What would the people of Oakland have 
done, wliile Twelfth street and its cul- 
verts were building, without the Eighth 
street bridge? They would have 
been 


compelled to go around by the head of the 
lake or through Alameda to get to East 
Oakland. 


Last, but not least, the people got to- 
gether and did build the Contra Costa 
tunnel and its approaches, without any 
expense to the city. Yours truly.

San Jose scale by just one 
half. . Mi-. 
Clarke has just returned from 
Kings 
county, where he has saved hundreds of 
dollars to the growers. 
air. Clarke, who is. superintendent of 
agricultural extension, accomplished the 
reduction by inventing a cheaper tneans 
for securing a .spray of the proper con- 
sistency. The ingredients of the spray 
consist of time, sulphur, salt and water, 
which under the old method must be 
boiled for two hours. 
Now Mr. Clarke 
has achieved the same results by treat- 
ing: the ingredients with chemicals. The 
nature of these chemicals Mr. Clarke will 
not divulge. He desires to wait until 
the success of the new process is proved.

Remarkable Document, Edited By 


firs. Zelia Nuttall Received at 


State University.

Azter religious beli 'fs and cerernoni:i!s 
is the volume editor! by Mrs. £clla Nut- 
tall of the University of California nn- 
thropologicHl department and just pub- 
lished as the tirst »f u. series of \vurks 
on Mexican archaeology. The first p;irt 
of the two-volumod book is just from 
the press and contains the facsimiles of 
each of the eighty-i-ne pa&'es of this re- 
markable document, which Mrs. NnUall 
calls, "The Book of the Life of the An- 
cient Mexicans, containing an account-of 
their rites and superstitions." 
The lith- 
ographing of the 
tjuuint pictures 
was 
done in Florence, Italy, where the orig- 
inal manuscript is preserved at the Blb- 
lioteca Nazionaie Ct-ntralo. 
The rest of 
the press work and ihc binding In rough 
calf was done on Hi'- Atlantic Coasi. 
Although 
the 
questions 
of :ige, au- 
thorship and history have kept Mrs. Nut- 
tall busy for the last ten years, and al- 
though little, has been gleaned from the 
obscurity surrounding these points, the 
great importance of the manuscript 
i.? 
now ur questioned. 
Particularly Is this 
so since Mrs. Nut.tnU has been able, by 
the information off <• red in the work, to 
reconstruct tho ancient Mexican calen- 
dar system, a radical undertaking: whi::h 
has, however, changed the current views 
held on the subject and clone much to 
bring Mrs. Nuttall's name before the sci- 
entific world as a particularly brilliant 
investigator. 
The special portion of the manuscript 
•which contained 
ihis important 
li uth 
was a series of representations of the 
twenty day signs of the native calendar, 
which in execution and detail surpassed 
any known record of these signs. Mrs. 
Nuttall. In commenting on this discov- 
ery, 
says: 
"The d--scription of the an- 
cient Mexican calendar .system in of in- 
estimable value be-'fmse it contain:* a 
distinct assertion on a point that lias 
hitherto been shrouded in obscurity.

CHICAGO, February 12.—A dispatch 


to the Tribune from Waterloo, Iowa, 
Bays: 


In a decision sustaining a demurrer 


In the cas& of the State of Jowa against 
the Illinois Central, Chicapo, Rock Is- 
land and Pacific, and Great Western 
Railways, indicted under' a charge of 
conspiracy In fixing the amount of de- 
murrage charges. Judge Franklin C. 
Platt In the district Court has declared 
the lon-a trust law 
unconstitutional 


and finds for the defendant, railway*. 


Last August the three railways lead- 


Ing into Waterloo forced a demurrage 
charge of $2 for every twenty-four 
hours a freight car was delayed in ex- 
cess of forty-eight hours. 
It was 


believed 
the railways were thereby 


amenable to a section of the code 
which provides that any persons or 
corporations entering- Into an agree- 
ment to fix the price of any article of 
merchandise or commodity 
shall he 


guilty of conspiracy. 


Another section provide," as a pen- 


alty a fine of not less than one or more 
than 20 per cent of the capital stock 
of .the offending company or person. 
This section of the law. Judge Platt 
declares is in contravention to the four- 
teenth amendment to the Constitution 
of the United States and consequently 
unconstitutional. 
Under this sect ion 


the minimum fine which (Ould be im- 
posed on the three railways would be 
$2,280.000 of which the county attorney 
would receive 5450,000. 


The Chicago, Hock Island and Pacific 


being an 
Illinois corporation, wr-ul.'l 


'also forfeit its franchise in Iowa if 
convicted under this charge and the 
fine imposed might reach the enormous 
figure of $19.995,000, 
In the opinion Judge Platt says: 
"A law which requires a man who la 
possessed of $1,00,000 to pay a fin*- of 
$100,000, while for the s;tme offc-rue 
a man possessed of $100 is subject 10 a 
penalty of but $100 would be destruc- 
tive to the foundation upon which con- 
stitutional law must rest, yet such is 
the effect of this section."

UNIQUE HOSTELRY. 


There was good reason for this lin- 


gering In halls and public assembly 
rooms of the house because the struc- 
tuiv is the most unique thing- of this 
country.
